OPPOSITION CANCELS PRESS CONFERENCE~~Paris, 28 Jul (AFP)--A press conference by 

the Central African Movement of National Liberation (MCLN), echeduled to take 

place in Parise on Tuesday, has been cancelled. The MCLA, led by Mr Iddi Lala, 

had claimed the 14 July abortive coup which claimed three lives, including one 
French, and 32 wounded in Bangui. Informed sources say that the French authorities 
have told Mr Robert Reouane, secretary general of the movement which oppose 
President Dacko's regime, that such a conference aimed at explaining the reasons 
for the attempted coup would be in bad taste in France. The French authorities, 
che same sources add, recalled that France was a land of exile, but bereficiaries 
of this right of exile are expected to abide by certain responsibilities, including 
the responsilility of reserve. The MCLN leaders were warned against the outcome 

of any public demonstrations in France on their part. The invitation card to the 
MCLN press conference was entitled the launching of 14 July, thus repeating the 
terms of the communique in which Mr Iddi Lala described the abortive coup in 

Bangui as the first action of his mover nt until French troops leave the CAR.

PRESIDENT INVENTED COUP ATTEMPT--Madrid, 27 Jul (AFP)--Equatorial Guinea President 
Teodoro Obiang invented an attempt coup d'etat last April to get rid of one of 
his close associates, the Madrid newspaper DIARIO 16 reported today, quoting 
Guinean opposition sources. The paper said that Colonel Obiang, in a bid to control 
all sectors of the Guinean economy, had been buying up for a year shares in an 
import-export company Exigensa. To win personal control of the company he had 
implicated his closest associate in the deal, businessman Andres Mo'ses Mba, and 
others in a fictitious coup. Col Obiang replaced these associ.tes with former 
aides of e, dictator Macias Nguema, who were still powerful in the armed forces, 
DIARIO 16 said. The paper added that Mr Mba had managed to flee to Spain but a 
soldier accused of involvement in the allged coup attes,t had been shot. ([Text)

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MASAI SHOULD CEASE TRADITIONAL PRACTICES

(Editorial: "Masai Practices That Must Cease") 


(Text) The Local Government Minister, Mr Stanley Oloitipitip, has for quite some 
time now been urging Masai morans to participate in development activities. 

This i. « commendable campaign in some ways since @uch time and «. rgy of these 
relatively young Masai is spent on this tribal institution without a corresponding 
effort aimed at activities which will make a direct development contribution to 
their society. And the campaign is particularly pithy given the fact that Masai 


society is undergoing rapid change in terms of the economy as well as social 
beliefs. 


The institution of moranship was once a very useful tool in Masai society since 
the values and skills it taught had immediate application in Masai society. 

They helped integrate the young into the larger society and to train the defenders 
of the society. They were taught to place the highest value on total sacrifice 

in the defence of their community whilet at the same time helping to accumulate 
wealth by defending and accumulating cattle. In the present era, however, some 

of these teachings have no application. If anything, they have not served the 
Masai well. As significant oumbers spend years in moranship they aies out on 

the schooling which can help aske them competitive with the other peoples of Kenya. 


Their ability to hold onto traditional institutions has insulated Masai society 
from the social changes which have affected many other communities. They have 
thus been left out of the mainstream of new production systems and employment 
outside the livestock-dominated rural economy. They should therefore, find ways 
of enabling themselves to aarch into the future with the rest of the nation. 

The first step, in the spirit of the comments of Mr Oloitipitip, is to get more 
involved in the educational field.

KARLUKI ASSERTS SOMALIA ISSUE IS TOUCHY 
Nairobi THE STANDARD in English 6 Jul 61 p 1 


(Text) A Minister of State in charge of internal security, Mr G.G. Kariuki told 
Parliament chat the Somalia/Kenya iesue wae « very touchy one and that Kenyane 
should not take it for granted, 


The Minister said if the Mogadishu Government was genuine and not willing to lay 
any territorial claims of the Kenyan territory, the Government under the leader- 
ship of President Moi was ready to co-operate. 


Replying to views raised by the members during the debate on the Office of the 
President for the fiscal year 1961/82, Mr Kariuki said the Government was getting 
increasingly concerned with the infiltration of armed gangsters from Somlia who 
kill innocent Kenyans and then take refuge in Somalia. 


The Minister explained: “The Government of Somlia should bring back all the 
criminals to Kenya. We are making every effort to see that there is no conflict." 


The office of the President required 698 million for recurrent and development 
expenditure. This was approved by the House. 


Mr Kariuki recalled that President Barre and President Moi held a meeting after 
the 0.A.U. summit and the Somli head of state promised he had no territorial 
ambitions on Kenya. 


On the good neighbourliness between Kenya and Ethiopia, the Minister said both 
countries continued to enjoy qutual understanding. “llowever, we are not going 
to rest because 4 neighbour is always 4 potential enemy.” 


On the Tanzania and Uganda, Mr Kariuki said the Government had held several 
meetings with leaders from the two countries and soon things will be ironed out. 


He criticised M.P.s who make serious allegations in the house and in the end 
are unable to substantiate. 


Mr Kariuki urged the M.P.s to preach the importance of giving information to the 
police freely adding that the Government would protect such individuals.

[Text] The Minieter for Higher Education, Mr Josep’ Kamatho, yesterday clarified 
that only students scheduled to eit for their final year examinations will be 
re-admitted to the University of Nairobi next Wednesday. 


In @ statement iesved in Nairobi, Mr Kamotho etressed that the Government had 
made no decision on the re-admission of first-and second-year stadents. 


He said first-and second-year students were required to remain in their homes 
until the Government makes a decision on their rerédmission. 


The t\imister added that final year students who are due to report back to the 
campus on July 15 will be required to produce letters duly signed and stamped 

from police and chiefs’ offices where they were ordered to report regularly during 
the closure. 





"The students will also have to apply in writing to the Vice-Chancellor for re- 
admission,” Mr Kamotho said. 


The Minister said: “Students who will be re-admitted will undertake in writing 
to the Vice-Chancellor to comply with the rules and regulations governing the 
University. 


"I wish to reiterate that only final year students need report to the University 
of Nairobi next Wednesday. 


Mr Kamotho, however, eaid the exercise did not cover those students who had been 
expelled from the University. 


Akamba University students from Machakos and Kitui Districts have thanked a 
Nominated M.P., Mr Joseph Mulu Mutisya, for convening 4 meeting between them and 
locai leaders. They said the meeting enabled them to review problems which have 
been facing students in and outside the campus.

NEW PRICES FOR GASOLINE, DIESEL ARE LISTED

(Excerpt) Motorists will pay more for petrol and diesel from today. 


The prices went up at midnight following a Cabinet meeting at Nakuru State House 
yesterday. 


The new prices per litre are: 

Premium--Shs. 6/75 (from Shs. 6/35) 
Regular--Shs. 6/31 (from Shs. 5/91) 

Diesel (A.G.0)--Shs. 4/53 (from Shs. 4/13) 

Jet (1.A.)--Shs. 3/57 (from Shs. 3/25) 

Industrial diesel oil--Shs. 2/66 (from Shs. 2/33) 


The prices of paraffin, marine diesel oil, other oils and bitumen remain 
unchanged. 


A statement said yesterday that various factors had been taken into account in 
approving the price increases, the first approval since last February. 


The statement, by the Minister of Energy, Mr John Okwanyo, cited the devaluation 
of the shilling against the U.S. dollar as one reason, 


He said this had resulted in a reduction of receipts by oil companies because 
the dollar is used for international petroleum transactions. 


The shilling fell against the dollar from Shs. 8/20 to Shs. 8/90. Receipts per 
average barrel of crude fell from $39.35 to $37.65. 


Secondly, the refinery processing fee was raised in March from $1.74 co $2.10, 
an increase of about 21 percent.

[Rxecerpt) The Liberian leader M/Sgt, Samuel K. Doe has told a leading Kenyan 
newspaper .: an exclusive interview there that the PRC does not intend to remin 
in power indefinitely. 


lie said the PRC came to power to help correct the evils from which the people had 
suffered for gore than 133 years. 


"The sooner the foundation can be laid for constitutional democracy, we will be 
happy to take our exit,” the Master Sergeant told the Sunday Nation. 


On the PRC's achievements since it came to power, Sgt. Doe told the paper that 
due to the serious economic situation Liberia faced at the time of the revolution, 
on account of economic mismanagement, rampant corruption, and dishonesty in high 
places, the People's Redemption Council Government cannot boast of high achieve- 
ment during ite first year. 


"Our basic concern has been to ensure « steady flow of goods and services, while 
restoring stability to our nation,” M/Sgt. Doe said. However, he told the paper 
that a Four-Year Development Program would be announced within a fe weeks. 


Asked about the recent report of plans to assassinate top PRC and government 
offictale, the Liberian leader civilians who were arrested, the paper was told 
by the Master Sergeant that careful investigation revealed that the three vere 
innocent so they were released immediately. las printed) 


On the expulsion of Soviet diplomats from Liberia last May, Sergeant Doe made it 
clear that the Soviet diplomats were not expelled. 


He said the embassy staff was simply reduced consistent with government's policy. 


Hie disclosed to the paper that same of those who were asked to leave were also 
found requesting sensitive information from some government employees. 


Responding to @ question on what issue are of significant interest to the Liberian 
delegation at the OAU, the Liberian leader said “my concerns are economic develop- 
ment, particularly where richer countries in Africa would support less fortunate 
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ones, that the Chairman of the OAU becomes more effective to put an end to 
colonialiem and raciem on our continent, and bring peace and solidarity among 
all of us." 


On an African Defence Force to be established, the Master Sergeant said Liberia 
supporte the proposal and hopes it would become a reality in the near future, 


On his refusal to accept 4 higher rank in the Armed Forces of Li) eria, Master 
Sergeant Doe said: “I feel that the rank of Master Sergeant is the symbol of our 
revolution and, ae Head of State and Chairman of the People's Redemption Council, 
my concern ie not rank but to do all I can to improve the living condition of our 
people." 


Questioned on what message he would like to leave with Kenyans since he is very 


popular with them, Master Sergeant Doe told the Sunday Nation: “I expect that 
our two countries would move closer in economic, social and cultural relations.

SOVIET VESSEL DETAINED OVEK ROW ABOUT COMMUNICATIONS DEVICES 
Communications Devices Inspected

(text] A Soviet cargo vessel with communication devices intended to be used by 
the Russian Embassy here has been detained at the Freeport of Monrovia. 


The ship, Ivan Belostoskiy, with 35 crew on board, was detained Monday morning 
upon the order of PRC Committee Chairman on National Security, Col. Larry Borteh. 


The communication equipment, believed to be secret devices, were discovered Friday 
evening following a scuffle between the ship's crew and port workers according to 


reports. 


According to report, the vessel barthed at the Freeport Thursday evening from 
Freetown, Sierra Leone. The mext day, while nearing closing hours at the port, 
the ship's crew decided to unload three cases containing the equipment. They 
were to be loaded into a waiting Russian Embassy D.C. Car with license plate 
number 380. 


But the cargo was immediately intercepted by the Freeport warehouse supervisor, 
Mr Joseph T. Tweh, on the grounds that it was closing hour and that employees 
responsible for issuing gate-passes had gone home. 


Mr Tweh reportedly persuaded the Russians to allow him to place the cargo in the 
warehouse until Monday, a proper time for it to be picked-up. But the Russians 
refused and demanded that the cargo be released to their Embassy officials, 
sources said. 


“hus, the scuffle ensued over the “diplomatic” cargo between the port workers 
and ship's crew. As an N.P.A. forklift was about to take the cargo into the 
warehouse, the Soviet Embassy First Secretary reportedly jumped into his Mercedes 
enz, blockaded the forklift from taking the cargo into the warehouse. 
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Later, the ship's crew succeeded in taking the three cases back on board the 
vessel because, according to Mr Tweh, the Russians were against keeping the cargo 
in the warehouse, 


This attitude apparently created suspicion. The Coast Guard Commandant was 
informed immediately. Security agente were called in and the matter was referred 
to the PRC on Friday evening. 


On Monday morning, Col Borteh, accompanied by Foreign Ministry officials and PRC 
Member Captain Swen Dixon, arrived at the Freeport and demanded that the three 
cases be brought down from the ship. 


According to Col Borteh, the Charge d‘Affaires of the Russian Embassy who was 
also on the scene, refused for the cargo to be brought down. 


The Russian senior diplomat was quoted as saying that the communication equipment 
in question were intended to be used by the nine Embassy staff who were recently 
asked to leave the country. 


He said the reason for taking the three cases back on the ship was that those who 
were to use the equipment had already left che country. 


When the Russian diplomat finally agreed that the cargo be brought down, it was 
discovered that the three cases had been opened after they were taken back on 
board the ship. 


This led to suepicion that the actual secret devices in the three cases might 
have been Laken out and something else might have been placed in them. 


Following these events, Col Borteh immediately ordered the detention of the ship 
and called in Coast Guard officers to search it. He also requested the Soviet 
Charge d‘Affaires to apologise to the Liberian Government in writing for "the 
unruly behaviour of the ship's crew and the First Secretary who blockaded the 
forklift from taking the cargo into the warehouse." 


During the search, the chief of the Coast Guard search team, CPO Wisseh Jackson, 
found a bullet in one of the cabins of the ship. He said one of the crew in 
whose cabin the bullet was found claimed that it was just a souvenir. 


Later in the afternoon during an interview with Col Borteh in his office at the 
Capitol Building to clarify the issue, the Soviet Charge d‘Affaires came in 
unexpectedly to inform the Colonel that a note of apology had already been 
forwarded to the Foreign Ministry. 


The interview in which Col Borteh asked the Soviet diplomat to be present, and 


while the senior PRC member was explaining some points to the press, the diplomat 
openly described Col Borteh's statement as “sheer nonsense." 
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This annoyed Col Borteh, who told the Russian diplomat to leave his office iamedi-~- 
ately. He said he was surprised at the behaviour of the diplomat, noting that 
“since such behaviour cannot be tolerated in Moscow, we in Liberia will not tolerate 
same," 


Col Borteh, who is aleo PRC Committee Chairman on Foreign Relations, emphasized 
that the ship will not leave until Liberian communication experte are able to 
determine the actual use of the secret devices brought to Liberia for the Soviet 
Embassy. 





Apology Demanded From Soviets

[Text] PRC National Security Chairman, Colonel Larry Borteh, Wednesday ordered 
seizure of sophisticated electronic communication equipment brought into the 
country last Thursday by a Soviet cargo vessel, Ivan Belostoskiy, for use by the 
Russian Embassy here. 


Col Borteh, who led a high powered security delegation which included Defense 
Minister Albert Karpeh to view the communication devices Wednesday at the Free 
Port of Monrovia, instructed the port's security to seize the thee cases 
containing the communication equipment. 


The equipment, which included among other thiugs, 4 switch board, and radio- 
telephone relay devices, were intended to be used by the nine Soviet Bmbassy 
staff ordered to leave the country recently by government, according to the 
Charge d'Affaires at the Russian Embassy. 


Col Borteh had ordered the vessel detained last Friday after it had arrived at 
the port on Thursday and attempted to violate port's regulation by loading the 
three boxes containing the devices directly into an Embassy car that had gone to 
the port after working hour to pick-up the cargo. 


A scuffle ensued however, at that time between the crew of the Russian vessel, 

the embassy's Charge d‘Affaires, and dock workers who refused to have the cargo 
loaded directly into a waiting embassy's car without going through normal port 

procedure. 


On ‘ionday, Col Borteh asked the Charge d‘Affaires at the Soviet Embassy to make 
an official apology to government for the “unruly behaviour of the ship's crew 
and the First Secretary of the Soviet Embassy." The Charge d‘Affaires promised 
Col Borteh that he would do so. 


However, Wednesday morning at the port during the inspection of the "secret" 
communication devices, Col Borteh was quoted as saying that he still had not 
received, through the Foreign Ministry, an apology from the Embassy. 
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Later Wednesday afternoon, LINA quoted the PRC Senior Member ae saying thac the 
Embassy had forwarded the apology and that port security should release the 
Russian vessel by dawn today. 


At the Port earlier Wednesday, Col Borteh gave hie approval to 4 request by the 
port's authorities to have the ship removed from the main pier to a nearby LMC 
pier. 


The move, according to the port's authorities, was to enable other vessels berth 
at the min pier to discharge cargo. 


Reporte at the port Wednesday eaid an intensive search of the vessel, mounted 
vy Coast Guard officers since Monday yielded no result except for a single 
ammuniton discovered aboard the vessel.

NEW RICE DELIVERIES ARE EXPECTED 
Monrovia NEW LIBERIAN in English 30 Jun 61 pp 1, 6

(Text) An estimated 5,000 metric tone of parboil (Pusawa) rice, is slated to 
arrive here by July 5, to help minimize the scarcity of the nation's staple food 
on the Liberian market. 


According to the Deputy Managing Director of the Liberia Produce Marketing 
Corporation, Lt Col James L. Kolie, the bulk of the consignment of rice belongs 
to the Abi Joaudi Trading Company, while LPMC will coordinate the smaller portion 
of the commodity. 


Disclosing this in an interview with the NEW LIBERIAN Monday, Lt. Col. Kollie 
said Abi Joaudi had expected the shipment since June 15, but due to some shipping 
delay, the consignment will be in, hopefully, by July 5. 


He explained that the delay in the time of arrival of the consignment could have 
been one of the many reasons leading to the scarcity of the commodity on the 
mrket. 


He noted that hoarding and lifting of the nation's staple food were other princi- 
pal reasons why consumers cannot find rice on the market to purchase. 


He said to date, LPMC does not have « single bag of rice in its warehouses at 
the Free Port. “Our warehouses are completely out of rice," he disclosed. 


Kollie explained that in the past, 5,000 metric tons of rice lasted close to a 
month and a half on the market. He, however, lamented that this trend has changed 
drastically in the last few aonths. 


He pointed out that “this attitude leaves me with no alternative but to think 
that our rice are being hoarded or lifted, particularly to foreign nations." 


Kollie said a representation of the hoarding and lifting of rice has been made 
to government on several occasions, but instead, he commented, the situation is 
worsening. 
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Lt Col Kollie cautioned that unless 4 check is put on the rice issue in the near 
future, “no matter how many shismente of rice we bring in, the same attitude of 
hoarding and lifting would continue," 


On June 4, & consignment of 5,000 metric tons of rice arrived here for local 
consumption. The consignment, according to Kollie, was expected to last up till 
June 10, However, there was rumour of shortage of the commodity before the 
June 10 deadline. 


The situation, which was at firet in early June described by Commerce Minister 
tamanuel Twegbe ae 4 rumour, later proved to be a true rice shortage because as 
to date, rice can hardly be found in the various market places to purchase. 


However, Kollie eays the most serious problem facing LPMC currently is the drop 
in the price of coffee on the world market to 70 cents per pound. 


He said LPMC purchases the crop from local agente at 80 cents per pound but has 
to sell it om the world market for far below that price. He said this is causing 
LPMC great deal of financial loses. 


Kollie noted that to date, the coffee crop is the biggest commercial crop of 
LPMC. He said the corporation also faces problems with rice and cocoa. 


He explained that last April 21, government responded to the financial strain of 
his corporation by favourably giving an amount of $439,232.64 to LPMC as part of 
its subsidy to underwrite import bills on rice. 


ie said since May 1, with the on and off subsidies given LPMC by government, the 
corporation had been able once gore to pay produce buying agents here on delivery 
of the crops. 


Notwithstanding, Kollie said information reaching hie office has revealed that 
there are some cooperative managers around the country who are still using the 
past financial crisis of LPMC as an alibi to discourage farmers from selling 
their produce to the corporation, 


This attitude, on the part of these produce mnagers, he said must end immediately 


as it is only bent on tarnishing the image of LPMC in the rural areas. "We are 
now paying on delivery,” he concluded.

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POLITICAL PARTIES DEBATE POST- INDEPENDENCE FINANCE ISSUES

{Text} Windhoek, July 4-Political parties here have got down to the business of 
discussing how Namibia would finance itself, when and if the international dispute 
over the South African-Ruled territory ends in its independence. 


The discussion comes at a time of growing economic difficulties in the terri ry, 
also called South-West Africa, in such diverse fields as mining, farming and 
fishing. These problems come on top of those posed by the continuing low-level 
war in the north of the territory, carried on by guerrillas fighting against the 
South African Army and for black rule. 


The financing debate erupted in the territory's South African-installed National 
Assembly-where the guerrilla party, SWAPO, ie not represented as the leader of the 
white-supremacist grouping said Namibia's economy was not strong enough to support 


an independent state. 


Sarel Becker, head of the Herstigte Nasionale Party in Namibia, said the new 
budget, which provides for a direct South African contribution of 254 million 

rand (295 million U.S. dollars) to the territory's treasury “once more illustrates 
how difficult it will be to sever ties with South Africa." 


Huge Profits 


But a centrist member of the House shot back that the mining industry was making 
huge profits and should contribute far more to the economy. 


Hans Rohr, a member of the small Christian Democratic Party, told the Assembly 
that the 8 million rand (9 million dollars) paid in taxes this year by the mines 
was unacceptable. Mr Rohr said the Teumeb Corporation alone had sent 30 million 
rand (35 million dollars) in pforits to shareholders in America last year and 
had net profits of nearly 136 million rand (158 million dollars) between 1962 and 
1971. 
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Elections First... 


(Mr Rohr's Christian Democrats favor independence, but only after a constitutional 
conference, an idea rejected by the guerrillas, who insist on holding to the U.N, 
elections-first plan for the territory. The South African-backed Democratic 
Turnhalle Alliance, which controls the Namibian Assembly, has not made its position 
on post-independence finances clear.) 


By far the biggest taxpayer in Namibia is the diamond-mining company Consolidated 
Diamond Mines (CDM), owned by the De Beers group, which contributes about 40 per- 
cent of all revenues collected in Namibia. 


CDM contributed nearly all the tax collected from the mining industry in 1980-81. 
Other mining companies accounted for less than 3 percent. 


The Rossing Uranium Company, which operates the world's largest uranium mine near 
Swakopmund, is not yet paying tax as it is still able to write off a fair amount 
against capital and this is offset against tax. The company made a profit of 
over 95 million rand (110 million dollars) last year. 


Both CDM and Rossing make major contributions to the territory's economy in wages 
and the purchase of supplies and services. But mining, like all other sectors of 
the economy, is going through lean times. 


Market Slump 


CDM has cut back production from its diamond-mining operation near Oranjemund, in 
the far south of the territory, by about one-quarter because of a slump in the 
world diamond market. 


Rossing, like other uranium mines, has to contend with a severe decline in prices 
due to a cutback in nuclear energy programmes worldwide and an excess of supply 
over demand, The producing companies are, however, protected to some extent by 
long-term contracts. 


Mining is not the only sector in trouble. 


The worst drought for 50 years has severely hit farming, including both cattle 
and game farms as well as the important Karakul sheep industry that produces 
pelts for furs. Namibian sheep-farmers are also troubled by a sharp drop in 
prices for Karakul pelts on wo ld markets. 


The fisheries are undergoing a crisis brought on by years of overfishing that 
has depleted the once-teeming fish stocks off the coast. Local fishing boats are 
not the only ones to blame. Foreign trawlers operating far offshore have also 
played their part. 


The South African authorities have had to introduce drastic restrictions to 
conserve stocks of pilchards and other fish. 














Wildlife Havoc 


The fishing crisis mainly affects Walvie Bay, which is a South African Republic 
enclave within the territory of Namibia. But the fishing industry in more 
prosperous times gave employment to large numbers of Ovambo workers from the 
Northern border area, as does the mining industry. It is from the Ovambo people 
that SWAPO, the South-West Africa People's Organization, draws most of ite recruite. 


The drought is not only affecting the cattle industry, already suffering “rom a 
drop in beef prices, but ise also causing havoc among the wild animals of the 
Etosha national game park, 4 major source of tourist revenue. 


Thousands of head of game have been moved or shot as elephants, rhino, sebra and 
antelope struggle to survive on the secant grazing afforded by the bone-dry soil, 


The Department of Nature Conservation estimated that 40 percent of the animals 


in the park vould have to be caug.* and transported to another area or face 
certain death. (AFP)

Mr Kalangula said .. ¢ wed the impression from conversations with State Department 
officials that the Ame:.cans were receptive to the idea of upgrading the status of 
the Territory's internal parties to put them on par with Swapo.

[Text] Johannesburg--In an apparent reference to the POLSTU [Political Students) 
organization yesterday Minister of Volice Louis le Grange addressed a serious 
warning to “certain Afrikaans-speaking students who are looking for increasing con- 
tacts with ANC-inepired organizatéons such as the Congress of South African 
Students (COSAS), the Azanian Peoples’ Organization (AZAPO) and others. 


Yesterday, during a forceful address on internal security which he gave at the 
Western Transvaal Administrative Council in Potchefstroom, the minister also 
warned against radical elements who are committing subversion in the name of “the 
struggle of the worker." 


Although Le Grange did not mention POLSTU by name (this week the organization was 
forbidden from holding its congress at the University of Pretoria campus) the warn- 
ing to students was clearly addressed at POLSTU, which recently announced that 
students from AZAPO, COSAS, NUSAS [National Union of South African Students], the 
ASB [Afrikaans Student Union] and members of Inkatha have been invited to its con- 
gress. 


Alienated 


The minister emphasized that the Sout? African Communist Party and the ANC are con- 
centrating on the cream of black and w.ite youth. 


“There are forces at work striving to alienate the thinking Afrikaner student 
from the ideal of Afrikanerdom and the government,” he said. 


“The students are inexperienced and wili be burning their fingers in the process. 
The South African Communist Party, the ANC and other foreign embassy personnel are 
smiling broadly over the success that they have already achieved in this area.” 


With respect to labor Le Grange stated that the enemies of South Africa have 
selected the area of labor and the trade union system as the target areas through 
which they want to force South Africa to abandon its present standards and values. 
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Trade unions are necessary for protecting workers against exploiting practices 
through approved bargaining machinery, but unfortunately it is also true that the 
infrastructure of the labor system lends iteelf ideally to the infiltration of 
elements whose aime have nothing to do with the interest of the workers. 


ANC 


Mr Le Grange stated: “We are aware of the support given by the Kremlin and the 
World Federation of Trade Unions to the forbidden African National Congress and to 
the Communist Party of South Africa, We are also aware of the ANC's aim and of 
ite activities with respect to the labor situation in South Africa. The ANC has 
constantly declared this year as the so-called ‘Year of the Workers’ and has left 
n© stone unturned to confuse and burden the thinking of the colored work force by 
means of confusing actions." 


These aime and attempts on the part of the ANC are somehow etrangely linked with 
the activities of apparently humanitarian organizations and individuals who 
ostensibly approach what are really alleged and fabricated workers’ grievances with 
the knowledge and authority stemming from an academic viewpoint or religious idiom 
and then proceed to switch over to the tune of class struggle. 


The fact its that manifestations on the part of some spiritual and academic person- 
alities, both here and abroad, must be considered as scarecely naive, but 
deliberate; their aim being the realization of certain ideologic aims regardless 
of the far-reaching and negative complications which their activities entail. 


Organizations having praiseworthy aims are taken in by people who collaborate with 
the ANC and leading personalities from among the student youth are manipulated 
under the banner of such organizations.

[Text] The new French government can get along without the communists and in any 
case it can do so in the National Assembly, because the Socialist Party has an 
absolute majority in the Assembly. 


Thus, what could have inepired President Mitterrand to take in four communiste in 
the cabinet? It is true that none of the four occupy a key position, but it goes 
without saying that the very presence of these people should arouse serious objec- 
tions both ineide and outside France. This is especially true with respect to the 
United States, where the Reagan administration has so sharply and so openly 
opposed anything that smells of communia. 


This latter consideration could have even been a contributing reason for President 
Mitterrand's appointment of the communists to the cabinet. This could serve as a 
demonstration that while he intends to remain faithful to the Atlantic Alliance he 
does not in the least intend to allow anyone to tell him what to do. 


But undoubtedly there are more important motives. One of these is that the com- 
munist factor in France is still something to be reckoned with. Although in this 
year's election the Communist Party was humiliated badly, if it wants to do so, it 
can still cause great difficulties especially on the labor front. 


President Mitterrand may be assuming that by taking in communists in the cabinet, 
in positions where they cannot really influence government policy, he is making 
their party coresponsible for whatever is being done and in so doing keep it from 
exercising obstructive opposition. From this point of view it may even be said 
that he is out to make the Communist Party a prisoner of the government--just the 
opposite of what his opponents were saying before the election, namely that a 
Mitterrand government would be the prisoner of the communists. The question is: 
Just how long will the communists be willing to play the role of prisoners? 


Another factor which President Mitterrand must take into consideration is the 

presence of a leftist wing within his own party, actually a Marxist element, in 
apposition to the inclination to social democratic pragmatism of Prime Minister 
Pierre Mauroy, which is probably being supported by the biggest element of the 
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party. Although these leftwing people are not communiete the idea of “leftiat 


solidarity” carries a lot of weight among then. 


What remains to be seen is how long President Mitterrand will allow the communists 
to have an influx in hie team...ae8 it can be aseumed that the Communiet Party, 


which up until net eo long ago wae the strongest leftist party in France, will 
once again try to become the strongest.

DETAILS ON NEW AMMUNITION DEPOT PROVIDED 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 27 Jun 81 p 5 


[Text] De Aar--The just completed 97th Ammunition Depot, a miniature forest of 
reinforced concrete, has among other things a complete rail network and the only 
thing still missing is the men. It looks as though a gigantic colony of moles has 
dug up the world around here and stacked it in neat piles. 


De Aar is actually the country's central point and nearly all the most important 
road junctions of the country meet here. The ammunition depot is therefore really 
eentrally located and the entire country can be serviced from this area. 


The objective of such a depot is to store ammunition under good conditions so that 
its effective life can be prolonged and it will present no dangers. 


Each storage room at the 97th Ammunition Depot is covered with an earth dam which 
serves as an additional protection. In front of the depot there is a weir which 
will help in absorbing an explosive force in the event that an explosion does take 
place. The depot is so spread out and the stacking up within each of the storage 
rooms is adapted in such a manner that an explosion cannot cause a chain reaction 
of the highly sensitive ammunition. Smoking in the area is prohibited. Two-way 
radios are not permitted in the storage rooms, because these can cause static 
electricity. The lights in the depots do not function by means of high voltage 
electricity and many of the rooms are equipped with rubber carpets for the purpose 
of eliminating possible dangers. 


Forty dogs are maintained and the area is patrolled all night long. The length of 
the security fence is nearly 36 kilometers and the area which the depot covers could 
accommodate 500 residential homes comfortably. Security measures are therefore 
vital and each depot is provided with an intercom system. In the event of fire or 
an explosion small read signs indicate the method which must be employed for com- 
bating these. 


Wildlife 


The rail network in the depot covers about 47 kilometers and the four locomotives 
are named after indigenous wildlife. At the station there is a 35-ton hoise which 
takes care of hoisting operations (behouering). This equipment is necessary because 
the loading and unloading of ammunition must be done quickly and safely. 








When one looks at the excellent drainage system or tuwe depot and observes the 
iccurate detail then one gets a clear idea of how much expert planning and hard 


work has gone into thi 


About ,000 karee trees will be planted at the depot.

[Text] Forty-five pregnant trainee nurses have been sacked from 
Harare Hospital's aurses training school, the Minister of Health, 
Dr Herbert Ushewokunze, said yesteraay. 


"I have said that the 45 should be sent home because I am not running a maternity 
nursing school, I am running a school of nursing,” the minister said. 


The minister also confirmed that he had directed that four senior nurses recently 
sacked from the Family Planning Association's Spilhaus Centre, be reinstated. 


The four are Mrs Elinah Dauya, Mrs Gertrude Chitopo, Mrs Mavis Chihota and Mrs 
Annah Musarurwa, each of whom has served for mre than 10 years. 


The nurses are said to have been sacked by the outgoing Director of the Family 
Planning Association, Mr Peter Dodds, who said in letters to them that their 
services were no longer required at Spilhaws Centre and went on to advise them 
about vacancies elsewhere in Zimbabwe. 


Speaking on behalf of the nurses, Mrs Musarurwa said they had been dismissed 
because "a spy" had said they were rejoicing at Mr Dodds's resignation over the 
Depo-Provera controversy. 


Commenting on the saga, Dr Ushewokunze said: "The decision is that the four 
be reinstated in their positions. I do not see what wrong they did. Most of 
them have spent 10 to 15 years at Spilhaus. I have said they must go back.” 


Confirmed 
Meanwhile, the Minister also disclosed that a Jesuit father had confirmed to him 


four days ago that an Italian doctor said by the Rhodesian Security Forces to have 
been killed by guerillas in July 1979, was actually murdered by security forces. 


Dr Luisa Guidotti was shot dead near Mtoko Mission in an incident which the 
Zimbabwe-Rhodesian authorities blamed on the freedom fighters. 








But speaking when the [calian Ambassador to Zimbabwe, Dr Elio Pesso, presented 
him with two ambulances at the Italian Embassy, Dr Ushewokunze said it was 
inconceivable that she could have been killed by guerillas, because she gave 
them treatment during the war.

"She was more with us in the bush than against. She was always ready to be with 
us. In fact, she wae a fellow guerilla. 


“Four days ago, a Jesuit father told me that she was killed by the Guard Force 
f the Zimbabwe-Rhodesia Covernment," he said, adding that he did not want to go 
into any more details. 


He paid tribute to the Italian Government for its issistance to the fighters 
during the struggle and its assistance to the Zimbabwean Government. 

“When I was in the bush, as overall commander of the ’ NLA Medical Corps, I 
was recalled to Maputo several times to receive ambul. :es and medicines from 
[taly,” he said. 

"it can be said you were with us during our march to independence,” he told 
the Lltalian envoy. 


He promised Dr Pesso that the ambulances his Government had donated would be put 
to good use in the rural areas, where there was a crying need for them by over 
“O percent of the Zimbabwean population who lived there.

The tactical manoeuvres of 1 (Zimbabwe Commando Battalion have been successful 
and have gone far better than expected, proving the unit was an effective force, 
the commanding officer, Lieutenant-Colonel Lan Buttenshaw, said. 


"Il am very satisfied, or as satisfied as a CO ever is,” he said in an in .erview 
on Thursday at his headquarters in the Devitsetse camp. 


"at first the company commanders and their subordinates were a bit hesitant but 
they got into the sewing of things and by the end of the first phase were far 
more confident. 


“That was to be expected. This is the first time they have put their theories 
into practice and the more practice they get the better they will be.” 


It was apparent that some of the support functions, especially drivers and 
signallers, needed more training and this was being arranged. 


The use of blank ammunition tended to make the exercise a bit unrealistic when 
troops met and several firefights degenerated into inter-company punch-ups. 


While the inter-company rivalry did ensure the men took the exercise seriously, 
Colonel Buttenshaw sent out stern warnings about hand-to-hand fighting. "But 
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with the epirit, the men will do very well if it ever comes to fighting in war; 
I want the spirit without the sillyness.” 


More umpiring staff would ve used in the second phase to ensure skirmishing and 
planned fighting took place. 


Many unplanned problems taxed the ingenuity of company commanders forcing them 
to tear up their carefully prepared plans and improvise, almost always successe- 


fully. 


Bad weather, high winde and rough water delayed the \anding craft in ite journey 
ecrose Kariba and the boat squadron commander, Major Barry Jones, decided to 
launch hie assault boats quch nearer the shore than planned, although in war, the 
risk of casualties from boats capsizing, would have been taken.

MUGABE WARNS USHEWOKUNZE--The Prime Minister, Mr Mugabe, this week issued a public 
warning to his Minister of Health, Dr Herbert Ushewokunze, in the Catholic 
weekly newspaper, Moto. Moto reported that Mr Mugabe--in a statement made only 
to them--accused Dr Ushewokunze of irresponsibility for m=*ing an “unjustified 
attack” on the Public Service Commission through Moto a few weeks ago.

was “highly irresponsible for the Minister of Health to blame the PSC for the 
problmes of his Ministry."
